1990 Season in Review 


Most teams would consider SSU's 1990 field hockey campaign 
a bonanza season. For the Sea Gulls, it was just one in a long-line 
of successful seasons. The Gulls recorded double-digits in wins 
for the eighth year in a row, made their seventh straight trip to 
the NCAA Tournament and advanced to the quarterfinal round 
for the second consecutive year. Indeed, the strong field hockey 
tradition at Salisbury State continues. 

Once again, the Sea Gulls finished as the top-ranked team in 
the South Region and finished as the seventh-ranked team in 
the final regular season national poll. Salisbury won nine of its 
first 11 games of the season and outscored opponents 53-16 on 
the year en route to a 13-4-1 final record. By season's end, the 
Sea Gull defense had recorded ten shutouts, one better than the 
standard they set in 1989. 

Other highlights from a season that was supposed to be a 
“rebuilding” one included exciting regular season victories 
against Johns Hopkins, Ithaca and Shippensburg, big wins over 
traditional rivals Catholic, Frostburg State and Mary Washington, 
another Sunfest Tournament championship and a nine-game un- 
beaten streak during the midseason. 

Individually, junior Cheryl Ish captured the team scoring title 
for the second straight year with 16 goals and 21 total points. 
Kristen Guttilla added nine goals while Regina Zippel and 
freshman Edie Matthews notched eight apiece. All four players 
return in 1991 to lead SSU’s potent offensive attack.

- With the conclusion of the 1990 
season, Dawn Chamberlin finished 
her fourth successful year as head 
coach of the Salisbury State Uni- 
versity field hockey team. Cham- 
berlin’s record during that time is 
an impressive 56-16-6, with two visits to the NCAA 
Division Ill Final Four Championship. The Sea Gulls 
finished third-best in the nation in each of her first two 
seasons as coach. This is Chamberlin’s sixth year over- 
all with the Sea Gull program, as she served as an 
assistant in both 1985 and 1986. 

Chamberlin is a 1985 graduate of the University of 
lowa, where she was a four-year letterwinner on the 
highly successful field hockey team. The Hawkeyes 
won the Big Ten championship outright from 1981 to 
1983, before sharing the top spot in 1984. The 1984 
team finished second in the nation. Chamberlin, who 
served as a team co-captain in both her junior and a 
senior years, was also a member of the national indoor 
championship team and selected to the All-Big Ten 
team during her senior year. 

While at lowa, she also received the Women’s Inter- 
collegiate Athletic Academic Award (1982-1985) and 
the Physical Education Academic Achievement Award 
(1983-1985). Chamberlin, who also coaches the SSU 
women’s lacrosse team in the spring, earned her Mas- 
ters of Education from Salisbury State in 1987.
